Sen. Edward M. Kennedy (D-Mass.) may not yet have 
made up his mind about running for President in 1976, 
but the man who says he expects to be running his 
campaign is already writing a book about it. 

Jerry Bruno, the Kennedy -loyalist who was the ad- 
vance man for both JFK and RFK in their bids for the " 
presidency, is negotiating with publishers for a book 

. 1S wiling as “the game plan for the personal cam- 
paign led Kennedy, will run en route to the White 
• House.” 

Sen. Kennedy will be forced to run a “personal” 
face-to-face, handshaking campaign, and not a remote 
media campaign, Bruno says in his outline, “so peo- 
ple can’t say he is afraid to face them” because of 
Chappaquiddick. 
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The book will be timed to come out in 1975, accord- 
ing to Bruno's agent, Anita Diamant. He already has 
?“? P°li tical . book to 'his credit, appropriately titled 

The Advance Man,” which he co-authored with Jeff 
Greenfield. 

Bruno could not be reached to explain if his proposed 
new book has Sen. Kennedy’s blessing. But Miss Dia- 
mant says there is “no question” that the two men have 
been consulting frequently in recent months and that 
Bruno is privy to Sen. Kennedy’s thoughts on 1976. 
f Bruno predicts, in his outline submitted to publish- 
lers, that this will be “the dirtiest campaign ever be- 
feause of Chappaquiddick and the most dangerous ever 
fbecause of -the threat of assassination.” 

Sen. Kennedy’s press secretary; Richard Drayne 
said this week, however, that he is “surprised” to learn 
that . Bruno is writing such a book. 

Sen. Kennedy has been attempting to discourage 
other authors eager to get on the 1976 bandwagon ear- 
ly, Drayne says. 

“We had a fellow the other day who wanted to do -a 
biography of EMK that would come out in 1976,” he 
said. “The senator discouraged him and his publisher 
and said he won’t cooperate.”
